Wh should ask. how such 
things amid ha ppenwhenthe sons of SuftanAlirad, whotrcueft 
IslamtotheBalkansGOOyarsearEer, vui e oiiy 15 ninitsa way 
by plane? How desperete we felt when planes of food and 
Markets and copies of Qui ‘an wo e sei 1. while ix earn its wo e 
locked in their barmcks! 

Howmanyhurdred thousand cHldrenhavedied inlragirder 
a cruel international regime of sanctions? Yetat the time of 
writingthedoorsaf Tacfs neicftxjursare mw open to a similar 
nmrber of US troops in readiness for yet another killing spree, 
this time inlhe name of a'"warontermr J ‘. 

Haw long will the AtisHms of Afghanistan suffer American 
bonrhingand sulfugationtomafiawa~1ords under the cover cf a 
phoney Loya Jirga headed by a Pashtun consulla it. fat'a major 
Americanailconpany? 

]YEjs£msevmyvhmehave sensed themselvesanopentarget for 
attack-easy prey whether in Palestine, tag Bosnia, Chectmyg, 
Kosovo, Affjunislan, Kastmir, SomaEa, Ofarat-and the list is 
dwcysgieming. 
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Since the destruction of the Khilafah Atrstims haxe been 
pharbing the depths of despair. The Islamic wcrld hasbeoonre 
characterised by fautre, cEsurity, bloodshed, insecurity and 
oppression.

Who can even inn cfne so much money butwlnt 
has itbouefttfor this Grrmah?It waskiken frombereath our 
feetbutitdid not feed our poor or provide laboratories for our 
scientists or investmentforourindustry Itwas notspentto raise 
anarrry to gainvidory for Isiamand the AhsEns in even one 
singlewcr. Bather, wehave become used to manywersamong 
arrsdves, andwewaitfor boobs to fall uponour heads inthe 
nameof a postSepberrber 11th war anterior as indeed wehave 
waited in impotence many times befere 

Why is there such a complete lack of co-operation and 
c on ften natality between the variousAtrsEmsta te economies? 


Shudi Arabia's money and Sudanis papula tian and a cpieuEurd 
poterbal should producea huge and successfulferrringirdustry 
Gulf finance and Egyptian exfriti.se and population should 
producea sucoessfii mamfaduringirduslry - they do not, why? 

Why is it that in matters of reEgfon, history langjageand 
dilute weai e so similar to each other, yetweareso disunited? 

Inthe end these questions bail down to one, mniiy why is it 
in t the once nigfity and grm tAtrsEm na tian is now so weak? 

Our weakness is not inherent, and certainiy does not lie with 
Islam Wbarewedkbecausewehaveabandonedldam Although 
wet aminAleHns, theemirarmertanrisocietyinwUchweUve 
is imn-lslanic. 

The present day AtrsEm society can no longer be said to 
represent Islam The public values, ideas, concepts, bwsand 
noting system proceed from the imn-tslanic viewpoint of life 
Wehave changed our loyalties and convritmenis fromlstam to 
icparance (jahilliyih). Ch pilatism democracy socialism 
nationalism selfinierest, benefit, andprideareattideasthathave 
replaced theunity of Allah ( Tawhar) as the mod vctioi lof life ant 
soLroeof aUharity.
